On January 9, 1991, I met with two Scouts and committee 
members of Troop 44 chartered to the Congregational Church 
in Randolph, MA. Also attending the meeting was Attorney 
Stuart Romm, chairman of the council's youth protection 
committee* This meeting was called after I had had 
discussions on the previous two dav s with Dennis Wc 
chairman of the Scout committee and _ 
gf^^i^L^ parents of one of the Scouts. 

Seventeen year old h^a i gaO^ reported the 

following: Then sixteen years old, he spent the weekend in 
October 1990 at the apartment of his Scoutmaster, Scott C.

On Jan 10 , I met with the parents of anc * 

^^^^H^H and the troop committee. I ottere^t^arrange for 
a counselor to meet with the individual Scouts, and/or the 
other Scouts as a group, and the parents to address the 
issue and deal with post traumatic syndrome. 

Scott Estey was removed as Scoutmaster by the committee 
chairman on January 8. His letter is included. 

On the morning of January 11, I notified the Massachusetts 
Department of Social Services, the Northeast Region of the 
Boy Scouts of America, and Patricia M. Nigrellx of the 
District Attorney's office. The pastor of the church, Rev. 
Bowler, was consulted about the incident by the committee 
chairman, Dennis Wood. Also I removed his name from all 
committees and activities in the Old Colony Council. 

On January 14, 19 91 Attorney Elliott Fine called me and 
stated that he was representing Scott Estey. He stated that 
Estey wished to cooperate with the BSA and offered to resign 
from the BSA and wished that a letter from him be placed in 
his file. 

I arranged to meet with Attorney Fine and on January 14, 
19 91 delivered a letter for Estey severing his relationship 
with the BSA and returning his registration fee. I accepted 
a letter from Estey which is included in the file.
